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In the 1967 regular session of the California j 
State Legislature, legislation was adopted which j 
permitted water conservation districts lying 
wholly within the boundaries of Santa • Clara | 
County and formed under the water conservation 
law of 1931 to be merged into and become a part 
of the County-wide Santa Clara County Flood j 
Control and Water District. {Chapter 205. 1967 
regular session) 


Pursuant to such legislation, the Santa Clara 
Valley Water Conservation District was merged 
into the Flood Control and Water District on 
March 7, 1968. Under the terms of Chapter 205. 
all of the employees of the water conservation 
district became employees of the Santa Clara 
County Flood Control and Water District. All 
assets of the former water conservation district 
as well as the liabilities of such district are assets 
or liabilities of the Flood Control and Water 
District. Within Santa Clara County there is 
now one major centralized agency for the con¬ 
servation. importation, treatment and wholesale 
distribution of agricultural and municipal and 
industrial water and for the control of floods. 

The District and Its Zones 


The Santa Clara County Flood Control and 
Water District was created as a special District 
by the Legislature of the State of California in 
| ]uiv of 1951, the boundaries of which are co- 
I terminus with those of Santa Clara County. The 
| District is empowered to conserve, import, treat. 

distribute, and sell water, as well as to levy 
j groundwater charges on pumping from the under¬ 
ground basins of the District. It. is also cm- 
I ~ 

powered to provide for flood control works 
within zones established for flood protection, to 
retire bonds, or to finance construction projects 
1 on a pay-as-you-go basis, and to maintain such 
| projects after construction. The District has the 
j power to levy an unlimited ad valorem assessment 
j on all real property within the zone benefited by 
| the work performed.

Zone W-1 is one of the zones established by 
the Board of the District on ]uIv 16. 1962. Zone ! 
! W-l encompasses the groundwater basin in 
| Northern Santa Clara County and small periphe¬ 
ral areas outside of the groundwater basin within 


j 


the retail service areas of privatclv owned public I 
utilities and the municipal water departments, us- j 
ing water pumped from groundwater supplies \ 
within the groundwater basin. Zone W-l is the j 
area which provides security for the 1963 general • 
obligation bonds. It comprises an area of approxi- j 
mate I y 290 square miles and includes all or par- j 
tions of 13 of the County's 15 cities, plus some 
unincorporated territory. 

A companion zone. Zone W-2, contains onlv i 
the Northern Santa Clara County groundwater j 
basin and is the area which receives direct bene- | 
fit from imported water. This is the zone in which j 
groundwater charges are levied on all extractions • 
of underground water supplies. The boundaries | 
of the two zones are almost identical. 

Through the merger of the Santa Clara Valley j 
W T ater Conservation District, one new zone, 
known as Zone W-3, has been established. 
Zone W-3 was formerly a part of the Santa Clara 
Valley Water Conservation District and the area I 
of that District in which ad valorem assessments 
on land only were levied. 

The Flood Control and Water District which j 
lies at the southern end of San Francisco Bay j 
about 35 miles south of San Francisco and Oak- j 
land now has a full-time staff of 183 engineering, 
administrative, and maintenance personnel. 
Maintenance of the District's flood control facili¬ 
ties is performed by the personnel of the county 
through contractual arrangements with the Coun¬ 
ty Department of Public Works. Maintenance 
of other facilities is performed by District 
personnel. 

Population growth and economic change have 
posed challenges to the area's leadership. Recog- j 
nizing that the area is in fact an emerging 
metropolis, the County Board of Supervisors, to- j 
get'ner with all of the 15 city councils, have de- j 
veloped joint regional committees which have j 
coped successfully with area-wide problems, j 
These include not only the District's compre¬ 
hensive program to supply the County with an j 
adequate supply of water until the year 2020 but j 
also programs for flood protection in the 5 estab¬ 
lished control zones. Also included arc forward j 
looking County-sponsored programs for buildings, j 
parks, and County-wide expressways. 

The electorate has supported this rational j 
approach. The two major water districts within 
Santa Clara County arc now consolidated. The 
bonds of Zone W-l were approved by a majority 
of over 8557 of the voters within such zone. The 
relationship of the District and the zones is de¬ 
picted on the map on pages 8 and 9. 
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ASSESSED VALUATION — ZONE W-l 

Zone W-l contains 82 percent of the assessed valuation of the District and County. The 
assessment roll for Zone W-l of the District is established by the Santa Clara Countv Assesor. 
Zone -ab valorem assessments, if they became necessary, would be levied and collected at the same 
times and on the same tax rolls as taxes for County and School District purposes, and if levied for 
payment of bond principal and interest: would be upon all real property (land and improvements) 
within the zone prior to exemptions.

the economy, directly employing 27,000 workers 
(2q percent of the employed labor force). 


"The 1950s witnessed a spectacular shift in 
the economy.

technical and managerial workers accounting for 
about 28 r /f of the employed population.
